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Sir: 

In view of the non-extendible due date for paying the Issue Fee, the Issue Fee 
is concurrently being paid herewith based on the understanding reached during a 
telephonic discussion between the Examiner and the attorney handling the present 
application. During the discussion, the Examiner Indicated that she was aware of the 
Amendment Under 37 C.F.R. §1.312 that was filed April 30, 2004, had considered 
the scanned version of the same and found that it was acceptable and would be 
entered.
